"Rosa hybrida". 

E. The specification has been amended to more clearly define the length of the sepals. 

F. The specification has been amended to more clearly define the petals. 

G. The specification has been amended to define the physical characteristics of the hips. 

H. The specification has been amended to indicate that the upper surface of the foliage is 
glossy. 

I. The specification has been amended to indicate that there was no opportunity to observe 
resistance to rust. 

J. The specification has been amended to indicate that the American Rose Society color 
classification is dark red and to the color of the upper and lower surfaces of the petals.
